Shigemitsu 
Wins His 
Freedom ~ 


Tokyo, Nov. 6. 

The diplomat who signed 
Japan’s surrender in 1945 
has completed his war 
crimes sentence and parole 
and will be entirely free on 
Wednesday, the Occupation 
Legal Section reported  to- 
day. 

He is Mamoru Shigemitsu, 
one-legged former Foreign 
Minister and former Ambassa- 
dor to Washington, who drew 
a seven-year sentence, the 
lightest of any of the major 
war criminals, 

Released from Sugamo Prison 
on parole last Nov, 21, he got 
a reduction of 14 months and 
21 days im his sentence for good 
behaviour, so tbat the parole 
and sentence expire on Nov. 7. 
He will remain on the “purge” 
Ust, however, forbidden to 
participate in polltics, 

Shigemitsu’s parole, first gran.ed 
any of the major war crimes 
figures, caused sharp protests by 
Russia and Red China, but they 
were ignored by the US. At the 
ume he was sentenced, the Inter- 
national Tribunal received deposi- 
tons on bis behalf from a number 
of Allied diplomats, including 
Jcseph C. Grew, wartime US 
Ambassador to Japan, 

Now 64, Shigemi.su has been 
living quietly in the seaside vilr 
jage of Kamatuca since his parole. 
He told a Kyodo News Agency 
reporter he bad no plans for the 
fwiure but hopes to tive “at least

London, Novy, 5. 
Christians jin Old Cairo, 
and Shubba fear persecution 
in Agypt after crosses were 
marked on their doors, the 
British War Office reported 
tonight. 


The War Office statement did 
not elaborate. It said only: “It 
is reported ‘that crosses have 
been marked on the doors of 
Christians living {n Old Cairo 
and Shubba.” 


Earlier, a Foreign Office 
spokesman said that Egypt’s 
charges to the International 
Labour Organisation, that 
Britain mistreated Egyptian 
workers in the Suez Canal 
Zone, were “completeiy without 
foundations,” 

“There has been no ‘intimida- 
tion of workers on our part,” 
said the spokesman,

“Whereas I would treat Prus- 
sia sternly, | would make things 
eusier for the second group, 
which J should like to see work 
in With what I would calla 
Danubian Confederation. The 
people of these parts of Ger- 
many are not the most ferocious, 
and £ should Jike to sce them 
live tolorably, and in a generation 
they would 1¢el differently. 
Sonth Germans are not going to 
start anuther war, and we would 
hve to make it worth their 
while to forget Prussia. I do 
not much mind whether there 
ure one or two groups." 


Germans fought 
like devils 


I ASKED Marshal Stalin 
whether he would be pre- 


‘| pared to go into action on this 


front. Stalin said he would, but 
he preferred a plan for the par- 
tition of Germany — something 
like the President’s plan, which 
was more likely to weaken Ger~ 
many. When one had to dea} 
with large masses of German! 
troops one found them all fight- 
ing like devils, as the British 
and American Armies would 
soon learn. 


The Austrians by themselves 
were different, and he described 
the way they surrendered. All 
Germans were the same. It was 
the Prussian officers that pro- 
vided the cement, But funda- 
mentally there was no difference 
between North Germans and 
South Germans, for all Germans 
fought like fierce beasts. 


We should be careful not to 
Include the Austrians in any 
kind of combination. Austria 
had existed independently, and 
could do so again. So also must 
Hungary exist independently. 
After breaking up Germany lt 
would be most unwise to create 
new combinations, Danubian or 
otherwise. 


President Roosevelt agreed 
warmly. There was no differ- 
ence between Germans. The 
Bavarians had no officer class; 
otherwise they were exactly like 
the Prussians, as the American 
troops had already discovered. 


I said that if Germany were 
divided into a number of parts 
as suggested by the President, 
and these parts were not at- 
tached to other combinations, 
they would reunite. It was not 
a question of dividing Germany 
so much as giving a life to the 
cut-off bits and making them 
content not to be dependent on 
the Greater Reich. Even if this 
were achieved for 50 years, that 
would ibe a lot.

I asked Stalin if he con- 
templated «a Europe of little 
States, all disjointed, with no 
Jarger units at all. He replicd 
that he was speaking of Ger- 
many, not Burope. Poland and 
France were large States. 
Rumania and Bulgaria were 
small States. tut Germany 
should of al] costs tbe broken 
up so that she could not re- 


unite, 


The Presidznt ponted out that 
his plan was a way of doing 
this. I said that I must make 
it clear that we could now only 
toe a preliminary survey of A 
vast historical problem. Stalin 
said that It was certalnly very 
preliminary. 


Reverting to 
Poland 


HEN brought the discussion 

back to Pcland, I said I did 
not ask for any agreement, 
ner was 1 convinced on the 
matter, myself, but I would 
rather like to get comething 
down on paper. I then pro- 
duced the following formula: 
“14 js thought in principle that 
the home of the Polish State 
and nation should fe between 
the so-called Curzon Line and 
the line of Oder, including for 
Poland East Prussia (as defined) 
and Oppein; fut the actual 
tracing of the frontier line re- 
quires careful study, and poss!- 
bly disentanglement of popula- 
tion at some points.” 


Why not a formula on which 
I could say something like 
this to the Poles: “I do not 
know if the Russians would ap- 
prove, but I think that 1 might 
get it for you; you sec, you 
are being well looked after?” I 
added that we should never g2t 
the Poles to say that they were 
satisfied. Nothing would satisfy 
the Poles. 

Stalin then said that. the 
Russians would like to have 
the warm - water port of 
Kongsberg, and he sketched a 
possible line on the map. This 
would put Russia on the neck 
of Germany. If he got this he 
would be ready enough to agree 
to my formula about Poland. T 
asked what about Lvov. Stalin 
said ne would accept the 
Curzon Line. 


Long and hard 
discussions 


T= same evening Roosevelt, 
Stalin and I initialled ‘the 
document, which set forth the 
mibtary conclusions of our 
Triple Conference. Thus our 
Jong and hard discussions ab 
Teheran reached thelr end. The 
military conclusions governed 
in the main the future of the 
War. 


The  cross-Channel invasion 
was fixed for May, subject 
naturally to tides and the moon. 
It was to be aided thy a re- 
newed major Russian offensive. 
At first sight I like the  pro- 
posed descent tpon the French 
Southern shore by of the 
Allied Armies in Italy. The pro- 
ject had net been examined in 
detail, but ‘the fact that both 
the Americans and the Russians 
favoured it made it easier to 
secura the landing - craft 
necessary for the success of our 


Italian, campaign and the cap-. 


ture of Rome without which it 
would have been a faflure. 


I was, of course more at- 
tracted by the President's al- 
ternative suggestion of a right- 
handed move from Italy by 
Istria and Trieste, with ultimate 
designs dor reaching Vienna 
through the Ljubljana gap. All 
this Jay five or six months 
ahead. There would be plenty 
of time to make a final choice 
as ane general War shaped It- 
self,

Speedy ending 
of the war 


TALIN'S promise to enter the 

war against Japan as soon as 
Hitler was overthrown and his 
armies defeated was of the 
highest importance. The hope 
of the future lay in the most 
speedy ending of the war and 
the establishment of a World In- 
strument to prevent another 
war, .founged upon the com- 
bined strength of the three 
Great Powers whose leaders 
had joined hands in friendship 
around the table. 


We had procured a mitigation 
for Finland, which on the whole 
Is operative today. The  fron- 
tiers of ‘the new Poland had 
been broadly outlined both in 
the east and in the west. 
The Curzon Line, subject 
fo interpretation, in the east, 
and the line of the Oder, in the 
west, seemed to efford a_ true 
and lasting home for the Polish 
nation after al? its sufferings. 


At the time the question be- 
tween the Eastern and Western 
Neisse, which flow together to 
torm the Oder river, had not 
arisen. When in July, 1945, it 
arose ina violent form and 
under totally different condi- 
tions at the Potsdam Conference 
I at once declated that Great 
Britain adhered only to the 
eastern tributary. Ard this is 
still our position. : 


Preliminary 
survey 


E supreme question of the 

treatment to be accorded to 
Germany by the victors could at 
this milestone only be the sub- 
ject of “a preliminary ‘survey of 
a vast political problem,” and, 
as Stalln described it, “‘certain- 
ly very preliminary.” It must 
be remembered that we were in 
the midst of a fearful struggle 
with the mighty Nazi Power. 
Ali the hazards of War lay 
around us, and all its passions of 
comradeship among Allies, of 
Tetribution upon th? common 
foe, dominated our minds. * 


The President's tentative pro- 
jects for the partition of Ger- 
many into ive self-governing 
States and the placing under the 
United Nations of two territorles 
of vital consequence were of 
course far more acceptable to 
Marshal Stalin then the proposal 
which I made for the isolation of 
Prussia and the constitution of a 
Danubian Confederation, or of 
a South Germany ond also a 
Danubian Confederation. This 
was only my personal view. But 
I do nc} at all repent having put 
it forward in the circumstances 
which lay about us at Teheran. 


We all deeply feared the 
might ofa united Germany. 
Prussia had a great history of 
her hits It would be possible, 
T thought, to make a stern but 


‘honourable peace with her, and 


at the same time to recreate in 
modern forms what had been in 
general outline the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire, of which 
Bismarck ts supposed to have 
sald, “If it did not’exist it would 
have to be invented.”

A | Bane Of 
Housework 


The cloth or sponge when 
washing dish should be just wel 
enough to make the cleaner 
cling well to the cloth. Rub 
ovér the surface you are clhean~ 
ing and add more as you need 
it, Used this way,’ the cleaner 
is easier lo rmse away and it Is 
not so likely to leave trouble- 
some particles. As ¢o cloth or 
sponge, we, like so many other 
housewives, have found thal a 
cellulose sponge is best. 


in Good Condition 


To kecp the sink surface in 
good condition, choose a cleaner 
that is smooth, not gritty, and he 
careful not to drop heavy pots 
and pans or Indeed any heavy 
piece carelassly into the sink. 
A rubber mat is a good guard 
against (his practice for those 
inclined to be careless or always 
in a hurry. 


If there are black or reddish 
Stains (hese will sometimes yield 
to a bleach such as Javelle 
water, applied with a brush, 
sponge or mop, and rinsed 
thoroughly. . 

As for ihe dishes, since the jcb 
has to be done, best thing is to 
tackle it as scientifically as 
possible. Hard water is no 
excuse any more . since there 
are fine detergents that can cope 
with it, for they don't form # 
slicky curd that makes glasses 
filmy, and thal leaves a ring on 
sink or dishpan. Of course In 
soft water, soaps in powder, 
bead or flake form diasolve 
instantly and wash dishes easily 
and well. 


How It’s Done 


Half the dishwashing job is 
taken care of if dishes are well 
scraped and tidily stacked on 
table or drainboard before tack- 
ling the task. Sprinkle soap or 
soapless cleaner into sink or 
dishpan and then turn on the 
water full force, to get rich suds. 
A hose attachment is a real 
boon, its spray of clear, hot water 
over the dishas gives a perfect 
rinse without any effort neces- 
sary. Cooking utensils should 
be soaked as soon as possible 
afler ust, bul not set too long. 
This goes especially for 
aluminium which is prone to 
darken from prolonged scaking.

The consider- 
able heat produced by nuclear 
reaction in the atomic pile will 
be led off to boil wa That 
in turn will provide steam to 
drive turbines, which = will 
motivate electric generators. 

SHIP PROPULSION 

The Supply Ministry official 
said: 

“If the work is successful, 
we hope to make important 
advances, not only in supplying 
fuel for power 
also in ship propulsion.” 

He added that after a design 
for the power station js select- 
ed, it would take four to five 
years to complete a building to 
house the atomic pile, and a 
further five years for the atomic 
pile to be built up to set the 
station working in experimental 
form. 

“It would probably be 15 
years, however, before we had 
a station supplying power to 
townships,” the official added. 

A British Government white 
paper on July 31 pcinted out tha: 
i, would cost three times as much 
to build an atomic s.etion dham a 
regular cual~power station cap- 
able of generaing power for a 
medium-sized jown, But over 30 
years, the white paper said, coal 
would ccs! the siation £ 16,000,000.
